SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The magazine entitled Cherry Pop August #34, also known as Best of Genesis No. 34 
August2000, is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The magazine has as its focus the explicit depiction of youthful looking women with a 
particular emphasis on their virginity and inexperience. Although the magazine uses 
text, props, and scenarios to suggest the youth of the women, it does not do so to such 
an extent that the women genuinely present as being aged under 18 years. The 
women in the magazine are clearly adult. 

The magazine also contains a number of advertisements which unambiguously relate 
to either the use of urine and excrement in association with sexual activity, or bestiality. 
The magazine, by presenting these advertisements in a manner which is encouraging 
the reader to buy the advertised products, and to be sexually titillated by them, tends to 
promote and support the use of urine and excrement in association with degrading 
conduct and sexual conduct, as specified under s3(2)(d), and bestiality as specified 
under s3(2)(e) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993. As such, 
the magazine is deemed objectionable. 

The criteria applied by the Classification Office resulting in the limit on the availability of 
this publication are prescribed by law. This classification represents the minimum 
interference with freedom of expression that is consistent with preventing likely injury 
to the public good. 
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
